Strange as it may sound, no man 
has even yet left a municipal <board 
at the end of a term cither by with¬ 
drawal or enforced retirement, with 
the same prestige a.s he had when he 
accepted office. A capable man may 
give hi.s best; an incapable man does 
tffe same, and both arc pemitted to 
drop out, or more often are shoved 
out without an atom of gratitucie or 
appreciation from the people whom 
they have sen’ed, often at a lo.ss and 
inconvenience. The idea that office 
gives a man prestige holds goo<i just 
until that man happens to carry out 
the wishes of the electoi.s, but as soon 
as he exercises the right to act on his 
own judgment, he is di.scredited as a 
legislator, and . becomes the target 
for all kinds of criticism, if not actual 
abuse. Fortunately the public have 
short memories, and do not dwell long 
on the mistakes • or suppo.'^gd short¬ 
comings of any -particular set of leg¬ 
islators, whether municipal, provincial 
or federal, but gratify their appetite 
for fault-finding by condemning who¬ 
ever may be in office, and can always 
find something “a.gin the govern¬ 
ment."

tracing of oil at a depth of 2,800 feet. 
'Ihis well is on the Highwood River, 
west of High River. ’The As.sociatcd 
company is to get 50 per cent of the 
net earnings of this well if oil is fpund 
and 10 per cent of the gross earnings 
of any other wells drilled by the Im¬ 
perial Gold company on leases held 
by the Associated.

In school, di.sciplinary measures 
should follow the form of substituting 
desirable activities for undesirable 
ones. Children normally concentrate 
on the thing at hand, but under the 
artificial restraints of school life they 
may lose the ability and desire to do 
this, and become unstalde in the di-. 
rcction of their activities. 

Tire evidence of fatigue nru.-t be 
watchetl for and prevented by assign¬ 
ing short ta.-ks that -should always bo 
carried lo completion, and.these fol¬ 
lowed by short periods of relaxation. 

The ta.sks .should be gradually 
lengthened, commensurate with the 
devclopm<;pt qf the child and made 
more difficult—Moiming Albertan.

I'nder the Wheat Pool scheme it 
will require about 80 per cent, of the 
wheat crop to carry this out satisfac- ' 
toiily; the farmer binding himself to 
sell wheat only through the Pool, thus 
the Pool regulati^ the supply of 
, time. Then and Hicn only_ will the 
law of Supply and Demand rightly ef¬ 
fect the price of' grain. Eventually 
the other countries mast have the 
grain and the famer will then secure 
a fair price for it, whereas to-day, he 
is selling at an actual loss? Some of 
the business men went to the Hall ex¬ 
pecting to hear a -radical speech and 
were surprised at the very rational 
and sane explanation given.
